THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Exeter, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet in the Town Hall, in said 
town, on the second Tuesday of March next, at ten o’clock in 
the forenoon to act upon the following subjects: 

Ist. To choose by ballot and major vote a town clerk. 

2nd. To choose by ballot and major vote one selectman, 
for three years. 

3rd. To choose by ballot and major vote one trustee of the 
Robinson Female Seminary for the term of seven years. 

4th. To choose by ballot and major vote one trustee of 
the trust funds held by the town of Exeter, to hold office for 
three years. 

5th. To choose alJl other necessary town officers, auditors, 
or committees for the ensuing year. 

6th. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the maintenance of the poor, for repairing highways, for re- 
pairing and building bridges, for repairing and building side- 
walks, for building drains and sewers, for oiling the streets, for 
payment of the town debt, for lighting streets, for defraying 
the expenses of decorating the graves of Union soldiers, for 
preventing the spread of insect pests within the town, and for 
other charges arising within the town, and for the payment of 
the firemen for the ensuing year. 

7th. To hear the reports of the committees heretofore 
chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. 

8th. Tosee what sum of money the town will raise and ap- 
propriate for the use of the Robinson Seminary during the 
coming year. 

9th. To bring in your ballots upon the question as to 
whether the amendment proposed by the convention to revise 
the constitution shall be approved. 

10th. If the town will raise $6,667.00, the state is prepared

to apportion $13,333 .00 of state and federal money toward the 
reconstruction of a section of the South Side of New Hamp- 
shire College Road. 

llth. Toseeif the town will raise and appropriate $2500 to 
fill the balance of $10,000 which the town and state will raise 
jointly for trunk line construction on Hampton Road. 

12th. On petition of Dana W. Baker and ten others to see 
if the town will appropriate $300 for a series of 10 band con- 
certs to be played by the Exeter Brass Band. 

13th. On petition of Fred R. Blinn and twenty-five others 
petition the voters of Exeter for a hydrant to be placed at the 
junction of Brentwood and Epping Roads, and appropriate 
money for the same. 

14th. On petition of Fred A. Smith and seventeen others 
petition the town of Exeter to light the streets from the resi-

PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of Trustees: 


In comparison with conditions existing a year ago, there 
are Many indications of an improvement in discipline and in 
scholastic work in some departments, and gratifying general 
improvement throughout the school. The total enrollment 
to date is 316, exceeding last year’s enrollment by 16. 

The teachers who are new to the Seminary this year are 
earnest, conscientious, and interested in their school duties. 
Their frank, cheerful spirit of hearty co-operation has been of 
great assistance in all lines of school activity. 

In periods of service of varying length the other teachers 
have proved their worth. Their work of the present year 
measures up to the high standard they have attained in previ- 
ous years. | 

Pupils are continuing to elect each of the different curricula 
in such numbers as to justify the establishment of the newer 
courses. 

The use which pupils have made of the training they have 
received has justified their choice. 

The novelty of the curricula probably has influenced a 
small number of pupils in their choice, but, as a whole, wise 
selections have been made. Teacher advisers, who consider 
carefully the capacities and interests of pupils, render valua- 
ble aid each year. 

It is gratifying to find that graduates from the newest 
curriculum—that of Commerce—with few exceptions are em- 
ployed in positions for which they were fitted by their studies 
in the Seminary. 

Reports from colleges and normal schools for the past 
semester show that Seminary graduates are maintaining an 
entirely satisfactory standing. Fourteen graduates from the 
class of 1922 entered eight different institutions last fall. Not 
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one has failed in a single subject. All four graduates who 
took College Board examinations in June passed all their 
examinations and entered upon their college work in Septem- 
ber. 

The service of the repair committee has been of great value. 
The linoleum on the floor of room number sixteen is a decided 
improvement. The arrangement of tables in this room is a 
very convenient one, especially for the use of the classes in 
drawing, sewing, and bookkeeping. Repairs on the roof of 
the building have contributed much to comfort. Paint in 
needed places has added to the attractiveness and cleanliness 
of surroundings. 

On behalf of the teaching staff of the Seminary, I desire to 
express sincere appreciation of the sympathetic consideration 
and cordial support, which throughout the past year have 
been given by the members of the Board of Trustees. The 
improvement in the school which I have mentioned is the 
direct result of the confidence which the board has shown in 
the teachers who have succeeded, and of their willingness to 
make changes in the staff when necessary. The results of 
this school year give positive proof of the wise oversight given 
by the trustees, with which the Seminary has been blessed.
